COMMON infection of the 
finger is known as felon. 
Every year hundreds of 


persons suffer the loss of fingers 
from neglect of this infection. In 
many a case a hand is lost. Tirfs 
is'-a. terrible 
p e n a l t y for 
carelessness. 


The infection 
may be traced 
to a trifling pin 
prick, or some 
other injury so 
slight as to be 
comrletely over- 
looked.

swollen. If the 
trouble is neglected, the swelling 
increases and the pain becomes so 
severe that sleep and rest are im- 
possible. The slightest pressure on 


infected finger causes agonizing 
pain.

After the felon has "been opened, 
even though the pam stops, report to 
your phjsician for the necessary 
drainage.

"VTarm boric acid solution is some- 
times used for soaking the finger. 
Bear in mind that these soakmgs 
are of no value until after the In- 
cision has been made. They aid in 
drawing the pus out of the opening 
made bv the knife.
